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Patentees' mistakes 

Independent claims 1 and 26, as originally filed, each recite first and second electrical 
conductive paths. The fourth paragraph of each of these claims has the phrase "electrically 
continuity between said first and second electrically conductive paths." It is clear from reading 
this phrase that "electrically" should be changed to -electrical--. 

In an Amendment dated October 22, 2004, all of the independent claims were amended to 
recite a test button. Identical claim language was added to each of claims 1, 5, 7, 13, 18 and 26 
to recite that when the test button is depressed, a circuit interrupter is caused to break continuity 
between "said first and second conductive paths." The term "first and second conductive paths" 
is consistent with the original language of claims 1 and 26, but not with claims 5, 7, 13 and 18, 
which instead recite "first and second conductors," "input and output conductors," and "input 
and output conductor means." It is clear from reading each of claims 5, 7, 13 and 18 as a whole 
that "first and second conductive paths" should be changed to conform to the respective 
recitations of the conductors in those claims. 

These mistakes occurred in good faith, are minor in character and do not constitute new 
matter or require reexamination. Correction under 37 C.F.R. § 1.323 is respectfully requested.
